The Four Old Men 
At p resent, the President has in his cabinet 
four men over seventy or in their late sixties 
holding imp ortant w artim e p ositions. They are; 
H enry L. Stimson, 75, Secretary of War. 
Cordell Hull, 70, Secretary of State. 
F ra n k Knox, 68. Secretary of the Nav^y. 
Jesse Jones, 68, Secretary of Commerce and 
in charge of w ar loans for rubber, alum inum and 
tin which may mean defeat ¡r victory. 
These men are ammng the President’s closest, 
friends and sup p orters. Some hav^e been with 
him a long time. They are men of great dis­ 
tinction, dignity and charm. But if the President 
is correct that older men cannot function as effi­ 
ciently, then all the more certainly men around 
seventy have not the p hysical strength or alert­ 
ness to p rosecute an all-out w ar against the most 
alert, ruthless 
and 
resourceful 
enemies 
this 
country has ever faced. 
Furtherm ore, w hether 
the President 
was 
right or w rong in his argum ents regarding the 
age of Sup rem e Court ju:!:tices, it remains a fact 
that some of his older cabinet members have 
m ade mistakes of judgm ent regarding our raw 
materials, regarding our reiations with France 
and China, which if c m m itted by regular army 
officers would have been court martial offenses 
in any other administration. 
Board of Elder Statesmen 
Therefore, we sugge.-t that the President be 
consistent with his Sup rem e Court theories and 
elevate hi^ older cabinet officers to a Board of 
Elder Statesmen. 
For instance, he might take a loaf from the 
the book of B ernard Baruch who did such a 
bang-up job as head of t*ie War Industries Board 
in the la.st war. Tiivc rif*er time Baruch has been 
offered an imp vutant defense job in W ashing­ 
ton; but t i r e after time ne has refused.

“The ro ad to glo ry in a patrio t 
army and a free co untry i? o pen 
to all”, declared General Wash­ 
ingto n in his o rder o f the day 
August 7, 1782, instituting the 
first American badge fo r military 
merit. 
His act w’as in reco gnitio n o f 
“bravery, fidelity and go o d co n­ 
duct” 
amo ng 
the 
no n-co mmis­ 
sio ned o fficers and private so l­ 
diers in the Co ntinental Army. 
Thus was established the Order 
o f the Purple Heart. 
Individual 
valo r 
has 
always 
been a distinguishing trait o f the 
American so ldier. 
In the lapse 
o f mo re than a century and a 
half betw’een Bunker Hill, Valley 
Fo rge and Sto ny Po int to Pearl 
Harbo r, Batan and the Alacassar 
Straits the ro ster o f tho se men 
who have trav*» ed the ro ad to 
glo ry furnishes a brilliant reco rd 
o f patrio tism and sacrifice. 
In the first dark ho urs o f the 
present war their hero ic deeds 
have thrilled their co untrymen 
and illumined the way to ulti­ 
mate victo ry—inspiring ho pe o f 
a triumph no t o nly fo r the United 
Natio ns but fo r do wmtro dden peo ­ 
ples thro ugho ut the wo rld. 
No go ld, silver o r bro nze bla­ 
zo ned fro m the breasts o f the 
hero es Wa.shingto n intended to 
ho no r. Ro ad his general o rder: 
“The General ever desiro us to 
cherish virtuo us ambitio n in his 
so ldiers, as well as to fo ster and 
enco urage every species o f mili­ 
tary merit, directs that when any 
singular’v merito rio us actio n is 
perfo rmed, the autho r o f it shall 
be permitted to wear o n his fac­ 
ings o ver the left breast the fig­ 
ure o f a heart in purple clo th, o r 
silk, edged with narro w lace o r 
binding. 
No t o nly instances o f 
unusual gallantry, but also o f ex­ 
trao rdinary fidelity and essential 
service in any way shall meet 
with due reward. . . . The ro ad to 


Pu rp le Hea rt Med a l 
glo ry in a patrio t army and a 
free co untry shall be o pen to all.” 
Subsequent to the Revo lutio n 
the Order o f the Purple Heart 
seems to have fallen into disuse 
and 
no 
further 
awards 
xvere 
made. 
Its revival was suggested 
at the time o f the o bservance o f 
the 200th anniversary o f Wash­ 
ingto n’s birth, and its reinstitu­ 
tio n was anno unced by the War 
Department February 22, 1932. 
Under changes in Ai'my regula­ 
tio ns the Purple Heart is autho r­ 
ized to perso ns wiio “while serv­ 
ing in the Army o f the United 
States perfo rm 
any 
singularly 
merito rio us act o f extrao rdinary 
fidelity o r essential s e r v i c e . ”
